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v DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to application 09/945,543 filed on September 2, 2001. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the drive apparatus (engine) and 
clutch apparatus must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. On line 3, the limitation of "said control device" should be replaced with -said 
control devices--, since there are two devices. On line 4, the limitation of "an engine" should be 
replaced with —said engine—, since the engine control device was already introduced on line 3. 
On line 6, the limitation of "a clutch" should be replaced with —said clutch—, since the clutch 
control device was already introduced on line 3. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kurihara. Kurihara 
teaches a method of controlling at least one drive train component of a motor vehicle which has a 
drive apparatus 2 as well as a clutch apparatus 4 arranged in the drive train, an engine control 
device 25, and a clutch control device 18, said method comprising the steps of : controlling the 
position of at least one predetermined component of the drive apparatus 27 by the engine control 
device; controlling the position of at least one predetermined component 6 of the clutch 
apparatus by the clutch control device; and transferring predetermined signals CL/ES between 
the engine control device and the clutch control deice, which affect the control activities of at 
least one control device of those control devices. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bates. Bates teaches a 
control device for control of at least one parameter of a motor vehicle drive train that includes a 
drive apparatus 12 as well as a clutch apparatus 14 arranged in the drive train, an engine control 
dveice34, and a clutch control device 36, said control devices comprising: said engine control 
device for controlling the position of at least one predetermined component of the drive 
apparatus (fuel actuator); said clutch control device for controlling the position of at least one 
predetermined component of the clutch apparatus (clutch actuator); and a gradient regulator for 
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causing the engine rotational speed ES and a transmission rotational speed IS to approach each 
other at an end of a start-up phase LAUNCH MODE. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Wheeler, Nordgard and Stasell have been cited to show similar apparatii and controls.
